Handle Recent Budget Recisions 


Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
superintendent of Garrett 
County Schools, met with 
the heads of the Garrett 
County Federation of Teach 
ers, the Garrett County 
Teachers’ Association, and 
the Garrett County Associa 
tion of Education Support 
Personnel yesterday with the 
purpose of discussing con 
tract re-negotiations and 
other possible budget adjust- 
ments. The education system 
was hit with a § 4,000 
budget reduction for this 
fiscal year: $526,000 was cut 
out by a decision of the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers; $124,000 will be lost in 
state aid for Social Security 
and retirement; and $64,000 
will be taken from non-man- 
dated state programs 

Ryscavage listed several 
options that the education 
system may utilize, and also 
noted that other options that 
had not been considered 
were offered by persons at 
last night's first public meet 
ing of CUBE (Citizens Unit 
ed for Better Education), as 
well as by persons represent- 
ing the associations men- 
tioned above. The superin- 
tendent stressed the fact 
that all the suggestions now 
open for discussion are still 
option and no final deci- 
sions have been made as to 
how the system will absorb 
the heavy cutbacks. He also 
noted, however, that the 
reduction will have a definite 
impact on all students, 
teachers, and other workers 
in the education s) 

The board cision on 


what options to utilize cur- 


rently rests on the response 
f the separate employment 
groups concerning re-negoti- 
ition, Ryscavage said, as a 
large bulk of the cuts will 
relate to the employment 
groups’ decisions." He has 
asked that the groups con 
sider salary reductions 
and/or furloughing options, 
or even a reduction in force 
and hopes to hear from the 
groups by tomorrow. Ryscav 
age anticipates obtaining 


$250,000 from the current 
expense budget. The remain- 


ing $400,000, he said, will 
have to come from all em- 
ployees 

The suggested options to 
handle the cutbacks are as 
follows 

A reduction of sal- 
ary/wages in one half percent 
increments for all employees 
could be initiated, which 
would save $62,595 per one- 
half percent 

All central office, full-time 
school-based administrators 
and resource teachers with 
no regular classroom assign- 
ment will be on the substi- 
tute teacher list one day per 
month, thus saving approxi- 
mately $15,000-16,000 per 
day. Ryscavage noted that 
having the employees on the 
list two days per month 
would, obviously, save twice 
as much, and this action will 
be considered 

The use of school facilities 
could be limited. The tem- 
perature in the buildings 
may be reduced to 50-55 
degrees at the end of the 
school day, and not returned 
to normal temperatures until

"These Cuts Won’t Heal," GCTA 
President Tells Commissioners 


Garrett County Teachers 
Association (GCTA) Presi- 
dent Jim Raley and Uniserv 
representative for the Mary- 
land State Teachers Associa- 
tion Tom Shaffer this week 
voiced their protest of the 
recent decision by the Gar- 
rett County Commissioners 
to cut an additional $526,000 
from the Garrett County 
Board of Education during 
the current fiscal year. The 
decision, a response to the 


most recent round of state 
cuts, was announced last 


week following a 2-1 vote by 
the commissioners. 


Those cuts resulted in a 


$841,000 funding reduction 
to county agencies and de- 
partments, with cuts to the 
local education board a- 
mounting to $526,000. In 
addition, $140,000 was cut 
by changing insurance carri- 
ers, effective January 1, and 
through the recoupment of 
unexpended funds set aside 
for a visitor information 
booth at Deep Creek Lake 

Regarding the local fund- 
ing cuts, Raley told the com- 
missioners, "These cuts 
won't heal -- believe me.” He 
then continued, stating, "We 
spend, spend, spend, and 
when it comes time to cut, 
we choose to sacrifice the 
educational opportunities of 
our children. We are willing 
to rob them of the one trea- 
sured resource we can pro- 
vide as a system -- their 
education." 

Raley then asked the 
commissioners to reconsider 
the action they had taken 
with cuts to the education 
board, calling them “unwar- 
ranted.” 

Shaffer also addressed the 
commissioners on behalf of 
the GCTA, stating, "The 
association appeals to your 
sense of fairness to our pub- 
lic schools and respectfully 


my,” he stated 

He noted that the county 
ranks 21st in wealth per 
pupil and 20th in its educa- 
tion funding effort, adding 
that 14 other counties in 
Maryland make a greater 
contribution in tax money to 
their educational systems 
than Garrett County does 

He also claimed that 
funds set aside in the county 
budget for capital improve- 
ments, as of June 30, 1990, 


totalled $3,700,000, and 
noted that, while he had not 


yet received a copy of the 
FY1991 audit, “we are able 
to estimate FY 1991 reve- 
nues from state data as well 
as county revenue data 
through May 1991, and we 
estimate revenues of 
$300,000 to $500,000 over 
county estimates.” He contin- 
ued, stating, "This is well 
within the average revenue 
underestimate of $2,000,000 
each year since 1982. This 
alone could make up the 
proposed cut to the Board of 
Education.” 

Of the $3,700,000, 
$1,700,000 was set aside for 
the Board of Education, 
$1,000,000 for capital im- 
provements to roads and 
bridges, $800,000 for landfill 
development and $200,000 
for airport development 

Shaffer then stated that 
he thought it would be "pru- 
dent” for the commissioners 
to “review the need and 
timing for these tentative 
projects given the impact of 
the recession on economic

Sheriff Says 
Budget Cuts 
"Devastating" 


Garrett ( ounty Sheriff M 
Van Evans this week 
reported to the Garrett 
County Commissioners that 
the cuts recently leveled at 
the Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office will have a "devastat- 
ing effect" on the department 
and will result in increasing 
"death tolls" in the county 
because of anticipated 
cutbacks in police patrols 

"This is not just a slap -- 
it’s a knock-out punch,” said 
Evans, who was also 
concerned that he and his 
staff had “no input into how 
much my department could 
withstand in cuts without 
impacting on the services to 
the community.” 

The commissioners last 
week, in a 2-1 vote, released 
the cuts that would have to 
be made in various county 
agencies and departments to 
recoup funding reductions to 
the county at the state level 
The Sheriff's Department's 
budget was cut by $53,0 

(However, itwas brought 
tothe commissioners' atten- 
tion that $11,000 of that cut 
may have tocome from the 
have to come from the 
Oakland Police Department, 
but no official word was 
given at the tim of th 
meeting 

"The low crime rate in 

Garrett County is no 
accident," said Evans, who 
said it was a direct result of 
"good law enforcement.” He 
noted that he would be 
forced to totally eliminate 
paid holidays except for 
Thanksgiving, Christmas 
and New Year's Eve, and 
that patrols would be 
eliminated on Sundays and 
holidays in an effort to 
absorb the uts. He 
explained that the operations 
portion of the budget could 
not possibly take a cut 

He also reported that two 
new deputies would not be 
able to receive “minimum 
standard training,” required 
of them to be certified offi- 
cers, because the department 
would not be able to pay for 
the courses. “Morale is at an 


all-time low," he said, be-

Don't try to convince 
anyone remotely affiliated 
with Garrett Community 
College that the "recession is 
over.”

At a recent board meet- 
ing, policy changes were 
outlined by GCC President 
Dr. Stephen Herman and 
unanimously approved by 
the Board of Truste Al 
that time, the board declared 
financial exigency (emergen- 
cy) because of the recision of 
funds and budget cuts. The 
policy stated, "GCC recogniz- 
es that such actions are 
harsh and certainly ones 
that the college would prefer 
to avert. The ultimate pur-

While the college adminis- 
tration does not foresee 
layoffs at the present time, 
policy dictates that, during 
financial exigency, “neither 
seniority nor tenure assures 
continued employment or 
sustainment of terms of 
employment. When financial 
exigency is declared, the 
overriding consideration 
shall be the stability and 
welfare of the college ” 

As the state begins its 
layoffs, it’s heartening to 
know that GCC is doing all 
it can to avoid such mea- 
sures. Administration, facul- 
ty, and staff are hopeful that 
financial exigency will not 
incur layoffs. College staff 
and faculty recently voted to 
accept furloughs for all em- 
ployees, rather than lay off 
anyone. There is currently 
little moaning and groaning 
There is affirmative action 
on the part of the entire 
college community 

Although some employees 
question the validity of the 
state’s cuts and recision of 
funds, they are nearly unani- 
mous in taking what's been 
handed to them and then 
taking care of business the 
best way they can. There is 
a general feeling of unity at 
the college. And the state 
and other county agencies 
would do well to use GCC as 
a role model in such trying 
times 

It is a shame to see an 
institution that has operated 
on a shoestring budget for so 
long now have to cut those 
shoelaces even shorter. At a 
time when enrollment is up, 
the already underpaid facul- 
ty and staff should be enjoy- 
ing the benefits. Instead 
they, once again, are being 
asked to “bite the bullet" and 
weather the situation. And

The college developed a 
$150,000 contingency plan, 
holding back on regular 
expenditures or delaying 
them just to see how things 
would unfold. "We thought 
we were well protected at 
$150,000," said Dr. Herman 
“The shock was the magni 
tude of the recision 
$200,000 more than we were 
protected for. Then we had 
to scramble.” 

Dr. Herman says the 
state recision is managed 
and that they don't know 
yet if the county will require 
a recision of funds. (They 
were spared in last week 
most recent round of r« 
cisions. ) 

"I think the Board of 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers have been very support- 
ive,” Herman stated. “They 
are aware that we've taken a 
disproportionate hit -- both 
within higher education as a 
whole and within the county 
itself, but I appreciate that 
the commissioners have to 
do at their level the same job 
that I have to do at my level 
They have to balance the 
budget and they have to do 
what is necessary. I'm con 
vinced they'll do it fairly and 
if we're called upon to do 
more, well, we'll just have to 
do more.” 

The president said he 
didn’t know yet how the 
college would cope with 
more recision of funds, but 
they would do what they had 
to. He felt there would be no 
more recisions from the 
state 

“The governor has already 
taken the maximum allow 
able by law and we have 
received recent assurances 
that the state will not come 
looking to the community 
colleges the remainder of the 
year,” said Herman

Graf met with the league at 
a public hearing on October 
28 to discuss the formation 
of "Child First,” a state-wide 
coalition to urge the 
governor and legislature to 
focus on the needs of 
children in the areas of 
education and health. 

One effort of the new 
coalition is to push for equal 
funding in education 
throughout the state. The 
League of Women Voters did 
meet with the senators, 
delegates, andcommissioners 
to show its support of such 
funding. Some members of 
the league also rallied in 
Annapolis last spring for 
equal funding in state 
education. 

The meeting with Graf

“WE COULD CUT HERE,” Tom Kierstead, program coordinator 
for Continuing Education at GCC, telis Carol Newman, secretary. 
Both agree that the college is making decisions for the good of 
all faculty and staff at GCC. “I'm very much in favor of furloughs 
rather than layoffs,” Kierstead stated. “| think it's important for the 
college as a community to meet these kinds of problems 
collectively and try not to separate into factions and that's what 
happens when you start laying off people. Then you're forced to 
say this person is more important or that person is more 
important." Kierstead says Continuing Education is prepared for 
the cuts. "We are trying to follow the guidelines as the board has 
addressed them on the non-credit side, although |'m not sure 
how much has been addressed on the non-credit side at this 
time.” Kierstead says it's his personal belief that if cuts continue 
for more than two years, the situation will be so bad that good 
instructors will have no choice but to look elsewhere. “The 
potential is here to lose quality, * said Kierstead. “I'm not hopeful 
for next year at ali. The state is in the throes of mismanagement 
The legislators haven't done what they're paid for. My intention 
is to vote out incumbents.

The le 
end developed another dimen 
sion with the 1987 movie “The 
Untouchables,” in which Kevin 
Costner did a very different 
take on Ness. It continues with 
“The Return of Fliot Ness 
(airing Sunday, Nov. 10, on 
NBC), in which Stack reprises 
his most famous role 

“The Return of Eliot Ness 
is no more factual than any of 
the series was factual,” Stack 
says frankly. “There is no way 
to be factual with 120 shows 
when you can tell a man’s life 
in two hours.” 

Stack knows something of 
the real Eliot Ness, since he 
knew Ness’ widow. He met her 
when he was the unwilling sub 
ject of “This Is Your Life.” 

“They said, ‘Here's a lady

you don't know but who has 


had a great deal to do with 
your career. | thought, ‘Who 
the devil is that?’ They said 
Mrs. Eliot Ness.’ She walked 
out. | took her hand and I 
kissed it. After, they asked 
why, and I said, ‘I don’t know. I

Afterwards they got to 
know one another. “She was a 
charming lady, she said it was 
surprising how much (of Ness) 
I happened to capture.” 

But Stack based his portray 
al less on the actual Ness than 
the needs of the series. “Ca 
pone owned the cops, he owned 
Chicago,” says Stack. “So when 
Ness made war on him with 
his six other guys, they were 
considered dead meat. You had 
to be half-crazy or at least a 
little bit strange to do that. I 
played him the way I did for 
the simple reason that the 
heavies - the real stars of the 
show — were so flamboyant 
that had I been as flamboyant 
the show never would have 
been believed 

Costner, Stack says, also de 
parted from the real Ness in 
order to make the character 
work dramatically. “He had to 
Start out in (sc reenplay writer) 
David Mamet's 
innocent man who didn't know 
a hell of a lot about what he 
was doing professionally 
says Stack. “Now the fact that 
Ness wasn't like that is really 
beside the point, because the 
other choice they had was to 
copy our show, which would be 
kind of stupid.” 

If it hadn't been for Costner 
Stack adds, there would have 
been no “Return of Eliot 
Ness.” “People of this genera 
tion now know who Ness is 
thanks to Kevin Costner,” says 
Stack. “Otherwise, I never 
would have touched it

carpet of fallen leaves. It was 
a still night, except for 
where the small cluster of 
folks stood around the burn- 
ing cauldrons. 

Four a.m. - the changing 
of the guard. First shifters 
roust second shifters out of 
bed, take their places, and 


the stirring duty is passed to 
the second group. The last of 
the apples are still in bushel 
boxes, and are not added 


until about 6:30. The concoc- 
tion begins to make the 
interesting metamorphosis 
from yellow-white to brown 
Apparently the copper in- 
sides of the kettles cause the 
color change, and when 
copper kettles are not used, 
some folks drop pennies in 
the mixture to achieve the 
brown hue 

Morning progresses. The 
scent of coffee and fried eggs 
wafts through the air and 
the kids are up and about 
As the apple butter cooks, 
some water is added, de- 
pending on how juicy the 
apples were to begin with 
This season’s apples were 
not nearly as juicy as expect- 
ed, and several gallons were 
poured into each kettle 

The first shifters straggle 
from bed, and the entire 
group is together again. At 
mid-morning, Hannah and 
Nancy test the mixture for 
smoothness. If there are no 
lumps and if the stuff is 
creamy smooth, the time has 
come to add the sugar. Ap- 
proximately 125 pounds 
were poured evenly into the 
kettles this year. The addi-

tion of the sugar usually 
thins the apple butter con- 
siderably, and two more 
hours of stirring are needed, 
at least, before the adding of 
the spices 

The tradition of the “gal- 
lon guess pool” is practiced 
all morning, as bets of $.25 
are taken with guesses of 
how many gallons will be 
gleaned when all is told 
Names and bets are written 
down, and the pool monies 
are guarded until the time of 
the count. 

In the early afternoon, 
the apple butter is once 
again tested for consistency 
If the mixture is no longer 
watery, the spicing shall 
commence, This is a weighty 
event, and is carried out 
with some anxiety. Oil of 
cloves and oil of cinnamon 
are added with care - too 
much could ruin the entire 
batch, and too little could 
render it dull tasting. Han- 
nah and Nancy are the chief 
tasters, and their word is the 
final one. The problem 
comes when they disagree, 
which is a yearly dilemma. 

“Too much cinnamon, not 
enough cloves." 

"Oh, no. I can’t taste the 
cinnamon, but the cloves 
about knocked me down."

And 
perhaps the smell of wood 
smoke will for them, too, 
elicit fond memories of the 
past as well as inspire 
thoughts of the apple butter 
makings to come

Natural Resources (DNR), 
the project was stimulated 
by a 1987 study, known as 
the Maryland Synoptic 
Stream Chemistry Survey 
he study revealed that over 


0 percent of the streams in 
Western Maryland are either 
acidified or sensitive to 
acidification 


According to Ronald J 
Klauda, director of the 
project In an effort to 


develop mitigative tech- 
niques against the effects of 
acid deposition on surface 
waters, the Chesapeake Bay 
Research and Monitoring 
Divisions of DNR initiated 
the Western Maryland 
Watershed Liming Project.” 
The purpose of that project, 
he said, is to test a water- 
shed liming technique used 
extensively in Norway and 
Sweden to improve habitat 
quality in acidic streams 
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limestone to the soils located 
adjacent to the stream, and 
allowing the natural water 
runoff pathways to provide 
long-term neutralization of 
acidic precipitation entering 
the stream, Klauda added. 

A total of 400 tons of 
agricultural grade limestone 
was applied to the ground 
surface within 200 feet on 
either side of the stream, all 
within state forest bound- 
aries 

According to Larry Max- 
im, Savage River State For- 
est manager, the area will 
now be monitored over a 
period of time in order to 
test the results of the pro- 
ject. "What we need now,” he 
said, “is rain." He explained 
that the lime cannot leach 
into the ground without it 
During the past year, Envi- 
ronmental Resources Man- 
agement and the University 
of Maryland’s Appalachian 
Environmental Laboratory, 
two contractors to DNR,

USDA Authorizes 


CRP Conversions 

Farmers with existing 
Conservation Reserve Pro- 
gram (CRP) contracts may 
convert highly erodible crop 
land from a vegetative cover 
to hardwood trees, wind 
breaks, shelterbelts, or wild 
life corridors, according to 
Kenneth R. Bachtel, chair- 
person of the Garrett County 
ASC Committee 

“This authority applies 
only to contracts approved 
before November 28, 1990,’ 
Bachtel said. Conversions 
are not authorized on CRP 
contracts accepted during 
the tenth and subsequent 
signup periods, he said 

CRP participants who 
convert highly erodible crop 
land to agroforestry prac- 
tices or trees, will be eli 
gible for rental payments 
for up to 15 years, and may 
receive additional cost-share 
assistance for converting to 
other conservation uses 
Agroforestry combines crops 
and trees on the same land 
“To participate, farmers may 
be required to provide a con- 
servation easement for the 
useful life of these plant- 
ings for some practices, and 
participate the Forest 
Stewardship Program,” 
Bachtel said 

The CRP is used to re 
duce soil erosion on highly 
erodible land by retiring it 
from agricultural production 
for a 10-15 year period. With 
long-term maintenance of 
these acres in mind, pro 
ducers are provided an 
opportunity to weigh the 
benefits of agroforestry prac- 
tices by stripcropping with 
trees. “This may not only 
continue to reduce erosion 
but also provide long-term

Johne’s Vaccine 
Is Down-Played 
In Wisconsin 
Wisconsin veterinarians 

backing away from 
vaccinating for Johne's, a 
contagious, wasting disease 
of cattle that significantly 
robs production 

For years, dairy produc- 
ers relied on vaccinations to 
keep Johne’s in check. But 
when Wisconsin stopped 
monitoring herds, and left 
culturing and culling to 
owners, the vaccine’s effec 
tiveness seemed to drop 
dramatically 

“We are questioning the 
true efficacy of the vaccine 
now,” said Fred Idtse, Asso- 
ciate State Veterinarian 
with the Wisconsin Depart 
ment of Agriculture. “We 
think perhaps efficacy ini- 
tially was in fact related to 
management, testing and 
culling procedures. We came 
to the conclusion we should 
not emphasize vaccine.” 

When the state dropped 
its program afew years ago, 
owners had to bear the 
expense of testing for posi 
tives, and many quit, adds 
Idtse. Some in the vaccina- 
tion program relied solely 
on vaccine and didn't follow 
through with sanitation 
proc edur ts 

Roughly 700 herds in 
Wisconsin are vaccinated for 
Johne's. Producer Phil 
Laesch owns one of them 
From Curtis, Wisc., Laesch 
has the top-producing 
Guernsey head in Wiscon- 
sin 

He figures he bought 
Johne's back in 1977 when 
he started farming, and he 
has vaccinated ever since 
Any sign of the disease is 
gone, but Laesch says he 
won't take a chance by dis 
continuing the vaccination 
Only his heifers get the shot 

He's following all the 
recommended practices for 
controlling Johne’s like 
segregating calves and heif 
ers from adults, and keep 
ing gutters clean. “But 
things can happen beyond 
your control,” Laesch as- 
serts. “Management helps 
But no one is perfect on the 
farm. Calves are born when 
they're not expected. And it 
only takes one.” 

Something that will help 
producers like Laesch con- 
trol the disease is the ELISA 
test, a diagnostic tool that 
can identify cattle before 
they become clinical. The 
test -- in combination with 
good sanitary procedures, 
calf and adult management, 
a fecal culture, and cell 
procedure -- can clean herds 
up quickly, says Idtse, who 
heads field services 

But the ELISA test will 
not work on vaccinated 
animals, which is another 
drawback to vaccination. 
Those cows must be tested 
with the much slower fecal 
culture 

False negatives are also 
a problem with ELISA test, 
Idtse admits. “If a herd has 
a low or moderate preva- 
lence, you know what kind 
of confidence you can put in 
negatives,” he says. “If (it 
is) a high-prevalence herd, 
then maybe testing fre- 
quency should be increased 
Maybe that’s where vaccine 
is indicated.” 

A survey in Wisconsin 
last year revealed that 33 
pervent of herds are infected 
with Johne's. A third of those 
had low prevalence for the 
disease 

To help cattle buyers, 
come June, Wisconsin will 
have a new implied war- 
ranty in place. If a producer 
sells a cow and doesn't note 
the status, it is 
implied that the cow is 
If she later 
comes down with the dis- 
ease, the producer could be 
held liable. Producers can 
by-pass the warranty by 
providing Johne's test re 
sults, or state in writing that 
the cow is being sold with 
out a warranty for Johne's 
It is hoped that the new 
requirements will limit the 
spread of the disease 

Wisconsin isn’t the only 
hotbed for Johne's in the 
country. If other states don't 
have it, “then they haven't 
looked,” points out Idtse 
“Every state has Johne's.” 
Pennsylvania is one of those 
states.

GCC Instructor 
Acts To Assist 
Area Non-Readers 


Aspecial awareness and 
subsequent action by a 
Garrett Community College 
instructor has made life 
easier for a number of local 
Shoppers. She is Donna 
Werdebaugh, who works 
with the Adult Basic Educa 
tion program and Literacy 
Works 

Ms. Werdebaugh, with 
the cooperation of Browning's 
Foodland, Oakland, recently 
created a positive change to 
make grocery shopping easier 
for those who cannot read 
During her trips to area gro- 
cery stores, she observed 
canned and packaged foods 
on shelves marked “generic” 
that merely had words 
printed on white labels, and 
she realized the difficulty a 
non-reader would have in 
determining which foods to 
buy 

Knowing that many non 
readers might be buying ge 
neric foods, Ms. Werdebaugh 
approached one of the man 
agers of Foodland and took 
her on a shopping trip. The 
two women were shocked to 
see, for instance, how easy it 
would be to mistake a can of 
cat food for a can of tuna 

As a result, Ms. Wer- 
debaugh, along with some 
GED students and Foodland 
managers, have labeled the 
generic food shelves with pic 
tures. A picture of acat now 
marks the cat food, a fish 
marks the tuna, anda peach 
marks the peaches, etc 

When Pat Baer, coordi 
nator of the ABE/GED 
program, asked Ms. Werde 
baugh what first made her 
notice the generic foods, Ms 
Werdebaugh replied. “I go 
around the country trying to 
visualize how things would 
appear to It's 
amazing how much all of us 

take for granted.” Ms. Baer 


praised the labeling project, 
noting that it affirms the goal 
of the ABE program: to give 
needy students the life skills 
necessary to handle life situ 
ations for themselves

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Houser, Huskies Rip Maples, 
Advance To State Playoffs 


A big 33-7 victory by 
Northern High School over 
host Mapletown, Pa., last 
Thursday evening gave the 
Huskies a 7-3 regular season 
record and guaranteed them 
a return trip to the Mary- 
land State Class 1A playoffs 

Coach Tom Vent’s squad 
finished first in the Region I 
ratings and is currently

Northern Garrett Marching Band 
Completes Most Successful Season 


The members of the 
Northern Garrett Marching 
Band collected an impressive 
number of trophies this fall

The musicians captured first 
place in the 1991 Chapter 
XIII Championship, held on 
Saturday, November 2. They 
also took the special award 
for best music in the contest 
This marks the second time 
Northern has placed first in 
the Chapter XIII Champion- 
ship 

This win gave the march- 
ers the opportunity to travel 
to Scranton, Pa., the past 
Saturday, where they com- 
peted in the 1991 Atlantic 
Coast Championship, placing 
22 out of 25 This 
competition included the 
best bands in a 10-state 
region and the Northern 
Band moved up two places 
from its original placement, 
according to Jim Boord, 
band director 

Boord recently recapped 
the experiences of North- 
ern’s 
recalling the first competi

band over the years, 
tion of the group nine years 
ago at the Western Maryland 
Tournament of Bands 

“That first night's experi- 
ence gave us all something 
to ery over and later laugh 
about,” Boord said "During 
the show, only the Northern 
band got rained on, and, at 
the awards, the band re- 
ceived the lowest score in 
the history of the competi- 
tion, 12 points.” 

Since that night 
years ago, the band 
worked hard to become one 
of the finest marching bands 
in the area, aided through 
the efforts of Boord, the local 
school board, businesses, 
parents, and, of course, the 
students. The great improve- 
ment in the band is evident 
in their most recent score of 
80.8, achieved in the Atlantic 
Coast contest 

"That score is a far cry 
from the 12 points of nine 
years ago," Boord said 

The Tournament of 
Pands (TOB) is the largest 
marching band circuit in the 
United States, Boord ex- 
plained. The circuit added a 
new chapter in 1988, which 
gave the Northern Garrett 
Marching Band a chance to 
hone its skills with other 
bands just starting out in 
competitive marching. That 
year Northern won the first 
Chapter XIII, Group I title 
and became the Chapter I 
representative in the Atlan- 
tic Coast Championship, held 
that year in Allentown, Pa 
The band placed 24 out of 28 
bands, and for the first time 
in its history, Boord said, the 
band began to gain respect 
outside the tri-state area 

This year the band has 35 
playing members, 12 of 
whom are freshman; and 17 
color guard members, 13 of 
whom are freshman. They 
have won four first place 
trophies in Group I this 
season at the following com- 
petitions: North Carroll 
"Music in Motion," with 
special awards for best guard 
and music; Severna Park 
“TOB" with special awards 
for best guard and percus- 
sion; Keyser "Golden Torna- 
dé Showcase of Bands"; and

Foreign Ownership Of Maryland 
Agricultural Land Reported 


Maryland: The Economic 
Research Service regularly 
compiles data concerning 
foreign ownership of 
agricultural land in the 
United States. The reports 
are mandatory in most 
instances. For the year 
ending December 31, 1990, 
the report showed 185 
parcels of land amounting to 
50,745 acres worth 
$137,851,000 were owned by 
foreign interests in Mary- 
land. More than half of the

Corn For Feed — Price Outlook Questionable 

Feed usage is probably the most important question 
mark in the corn outlook at this point in the season 
Smaller crops ordinarily bring higher prices and 
coinciding reductions in feed usage. But corn prices 
haven't climbed enough to discourage feed demand this 
season. It is expected that a strong domestic feed demand 
will underpin the corn market through next spring 
Prices are expected to average about $2.50 per bushel 
during the 1991-92 crop year. As you are aware, the price 
is higher by the time it gets to your farm 

Know More About Feedstuffs? 

For the next few weeks I am going to provide an 
overview of some of the different feedstuffs that are on 
the market. Many of you are “bombarded” by many 
feedstuffs that will cure “all ills.” Some will fit in your 
feeding program, others will not. This week I will feature 
beet pulp 

Beet pulp is the residue from manufacturing sugar 
from sugar beets. The fiber will range from 15 to 20 
percent and is very digestible. It is a very palatable and 
bulky feedstuff, containing about 85 percent the energy 
value of corn and about 6.2 percent crude protein (as fed) 
It may be fed at the rate of 10 to 20 percent of the total 
ration dry matter or six to seven pounds daily per cow 
Higher levels may reduce dry matter intake due to the 
bulkiness in the rumen. The higher level of fiber is 
helpful in maintaining fat percent in cows on low roughage 
rations. Before using the ration, compare the economics 
with similar feedstuffs

Local Hospital 


Earns Three-Year 


Accreditation 


Garrett County Memorial 


Hospital was notified recent- 
ly by the Joint Commission 
on Accreditation of Health- 
care Organizations (JCAHO) 
that it has been awarded a 
three-year accreditation. The 
announcement followed an 
intensive, three-day inspec- 
tion of every department of 
the hospital by a JCAHO 
team composed of a physi- 
cian, a hospital administra- 
tor, and a nurse 

According to Ben Rosen- 
thal, hospital president, the 
inspection team measures 
the hospital’s actual perfor- 
mance against hundreds of 
individual standards and 
protocols. “Team members 
not only observe current 
practice; they also review a 
sample of patient records for 
the entire three-year period 
Under scrutiny,” Rosenthal 
said. 

JCAHO, an independent, 
non-profit organization, was 
established over 60 years ago 
by hospitals and physicians 
with a mission to verify 
hospitals’ quality assurance 
process through a rigorous 
review and evaluation of 
actual performance. Hospi- 
tals are not required to be 
surveyed, but most volun- 
tarily subject themselves to 
the survey every three years. 

Rosenthal said that 
JCAHO accreditation "is not 
a rubber stamp." He said 
that, while commendations 
may be given in areas for 
excellence, even the most 
prestigious institutions re- 
teive -- and welcome -- rec- 
emmendations for change 
"The goal of both JCAHO 
and the hospital itself is 
quality patient care,” he said.

Being thrust into the world of widowhood is a very 
different experience Whether in the initial throes of grief, 
or still fielding the decisional tugs of depression and sadness 
several years after the death, the bereaved spouse still finds 
life very different 

One of the most difficult group of occasions which the 
widowed must face are the holidays... There are probably 
few bereaved spouses who do not dread the arrival of 
Thanksgiving, the ensuing Christmas season and New 
Year's... These holidays feature family togetherness 
and events in which husbands and wives participate to- 
gether seem to come in greater abundance at this holiday 
time 

Noone should be surprised, then, to find these holidays 
among the most dreaded. An almost certain prediction is for 
sadness, depression, and, for some, a few desires to end life. 

Time can not be stopped. Therefore, short of drunken- 
ness or suicide, the holidays can not be avoided. But there 
are some guidelines which might make these days more 
bearable 

1. Acknowledge and accept your own feelings. The tears, 
traces of bitterness, the depression and the intense loneli- 
ness are all natural reactions to a loss, even months, 
sometimes a couple of years after the loss. (If you still have 
intense depression or sadness five or more years later, you 
would be well advised to see a professional counselor for aid 
working through some delayed grief.) 

2. Utilize memory. Sure, memories bring sadness. But 
memories also bring the warmth of remembrance. No one 
can ever take away the good times you have experienced 

3. Involve yourself with others. Again, there might be 
some emotional pain involved. Yet, yourloneliness might be 
relieved a little, and you also have the pleasure of doing 
something for others. When you have noties prompting you 
to keep the holidays free, you might find that relieving a 

colleague in volunteer work who has family plans will be 
greatly appreciated 

1. Rethink the meaning of the holidays. Christmas, for 
example, cele brates the wondersoflove and human familyhood 
which go well beyond the circle of immediate relatives 
Once initial griefwork is accomplished, New Year's Day 
may be fitting time to plot new investments in life for 
yourself and your talents, to be implemented in the ap- 
proaching months. When grief is still very fresh, the most 
mportant resolutions might be the dedication to survive 
ea h new day 

5. Explore your faith. Most of the significant holidays 
have religiousovertones... Where faith has been a partof 
your life experience, many of the holidaysoffer the opportu- 
nity toenrich and deepen the expression of trust. If faith has 
not been a part of your life activity, but you have felt 
questions about religion arising, the holidays might be a 
fitting time to approach the clergyman of your choice and 
begin seeking answers to your questions

The group advised 
that the Red House and 
Loch Lynn schools be razed 
and those school populations 
be consolidated in a new 
centrally-located school, 
while Bloomington, Kitzmil- 
ler, and Crellin schools be 
renovated 
Superintendent Dr. Je- 
rome Ryscavage recommend- 
ed the approval of the plan 
for three reasons. He first 
expressed his fear for the 
continued safety of the stu- 
dents and teachers in the 
two dilapidated schools, 
saying that there are definite 
safety deficiencies in both 
areas. He also stated that 
although the instructional 
staff manage well with the 
current spaces in the 
schools, the areas are simply 
not adequate. He said finally 
that the Red House and 
Loch Lynn school sites are 
very limited, leaving little 
room for improvement. Ren- 
ovation at these schools 
could not improve the topo- 
graphics of the sites, he said 
Some of the problems 
identified with the plan 
included the obvious current 
budget situation in the coun- 
ty, as well as the potential 
size of the new school’s 
population. Although state 
funding may be obtained for 
the largest part of this plan, 
the population of the two 
-onsolidated schools will put 
100 more students in the 
new school than the state 
would allow. Thus, the coun-

Unemployed Maryland Workers May AmongWho'sWho 
Be Eligible For Extended Benefits 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Economic and Em- 
ployment Development, Of- 
fice of Unemployment Insur- 
ance, is notifying nearly 
45,000 Maryland workers of 
their possible eligibility for 
13 weeks of benefits under 
the new Emergency Unem- 
ployment Compensation Pro- 
gram 

Notices are being issued 
to those individuals who ex 
hausted their regular 26 
weeks of unemployment in- 
surance benefits on or after 
March 1, 1991, toinformthem 
of the new federal program 
and the requirements for eli 
gibility 

“Maryland's Congres 
sional delegation workedef- 
fectively as a team to make 
this program areality,” said 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer. “As a member of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, Congressman 
Ben Cardin was instrumen- 
tal in ensuring that the final 
version of the bill was favor- 
able for Maryland workers 
Senators Paul Sarbanes and 
Barbara Mikulski were 
equally effective on the Sen 
ate side,” he said 

In Maryland, all transac- 
tions for Emergency Unem- 
ployment Compensation ben- 
efits will be handled through 
the mail. Claimants will not 
need to call or visit any local 
DEED office to apply. The 
first week of payments will 
be for the week ending No- 
vember 23, 1991. Under the 
new program, noclaims will 
be paid for any weeks of un- 
employment prior to that 
date. The federal legislation 
creating the new program is 
effective through July 4, 
1992 

This new federal unem 
ployment compensation pro 
gram will result in the distri 
bution of approximately $20 
million to Maryland workers 
within the next six weeks or 
$100 million over the next 
seven and one-half months 

Governor Schaefer hopes 
to tie this new bill into his 
“Maryland Goes To Work” 
plan saying that the bill will 
put hard cash in the hands of 
those who need it the most 

“The distribution of these 
benefits could be a tremen 
dous boost to Maryland's 


economy, particularly as we 
move into the holiday sea- 
son,” said DEED Secretary 
Mark L. Wasserman 
By July, as many as 
82,000 unemployed Mary- 
land workers could be eli- 
gible to receive an average 
payment of $180 per week 
and provide a statewide eco- 
nomic impact of $195.71 mil- 
lion. According to DEED’s 
Office of Research, this could 
result in $60 million in retail 
sales and $2.17 million in 
retail sales tax receipts

Most critics feel that it will 
be impossible to match that 
show, which demonstrated the 
astonishing quality and range 
of acts booked on “The Ed Sul 
livan Show” and delivered a 
genuine sense of the excite 
ment that came with the origi 
nal live performances. But 
producer Andrew Solt, who 
checks in this Sunday, Nov. 24 
with a follow-up, “The Very 
Best of the Ed Sullivan Show 
II," claims that will be no 
problem 

“Out of 1,000 hours, we had 
transferred only 300 hours 
from the library,” he says 
“This special we've trans 
ferred 700 hours, so we have a 
much greater depth and width 
to what we're selecting from.”

the first one,” Solt says 

A host like Sullivan, whose 
awkward on-camera demean 
or and tendency to get his 
tongue twisted around the sim 
plest words were legendary 
wouldn't have prayer of land 
ing his own TV show today 
But in 1948, Sullivan, a colum 
nist for The New York Daily 
News who had booked several 
unusually successful charity 
shows, got in on the ground 
floor when television was just 
beginning 

“CBS said, ‘We need to have 
a variety show. Who are we 
going to get”’ Somebody there 
said, ‘Why not that guy Sulli 
van? At least he'll book some 
good acts,’ ” Solt explains 

People soon realized that 
Sullivan was hardly what 
you'd call a TV personality 
But by then his variety show 
was unquestionably the best on 
television. And for that, credit 
Sullivan's wide-ranging eye 
for talent; he knew how to 
book a show and he knew how 
to pace it. “I think he was hon 
estly in awe of great talent, 
says Solt. “When you look at 
the footage, he takes a real joy 
in great stuff going on on that 
stage.” 

Solt, who is 43, grew up with 
The Ed Sullivan Show It 
was the only show I would 
watch with my parents,” he re 
calls. “It was like I had my 
television and they had theirs 
but Ed Sullivan, we all could 
meet on that ground.”

The first archeological 
digging was done in two 
phases, in January and June 
of 1990, by the firm of R 
Christopher Goodwin and 
Associates of Frederick, a 
company approved by MHT

cal work was awarded by the 
state. Any artifacts found are 
being kept by MHT until 
Accident has an approved 
place to exhibit them 

The town of Accident was 
required to hire an architec- 
tural consultant to prepare 
an architectural history and 
partial specifications to re- 
store the structure to the 
Drane period (1800-1839 
Douglas Reed of Preserva- 

tion Associates of Hagers- 
town served in this capacity 
Reed’s work was modified 
and completed by Steve 
Schlosnagle, director of 
ACHS, in consultation with 
local society members and 
MHT personnel. In October 
of this year, MHT gave the 
town approval to award a 
contract to AJ. Wiley Con- 
struction of Springs, Pa 

Actual work on the site 
began on October 25 when 
David Hetrick, foreman, and 
another workman began 
running levels on the site 
By November 12, the disas- 
sembly was complete to the 
floorboards. All salvageable 
materials have been stored 
in the old Boyer barn, locat- 
ed near the Drane site. The 
logs of the structure have 
been placed in order on 
locust posts on the ground 
All logs lie adjacent to the 
side of the structure from 
which they have been re- 
moved 

Kate Mahood, MHT pres- 
ervation officer, will inspect 
the work and meet with the 
preservation committee 
during November.

Volunteers For 
Deer Tick Study 
Being Sought 


Volunteers are needed to 
help with a study of Mary- 
land's deer tick population 
being conducted on Satur- 
day, November 30, by mem- 
bers of seven state and fed- 
eral agencies. Participants 
will examine freshly killed 
deer at specified deer check 
stations throughout the state 
and collect any ticks found 
on the head and neck of each 
animal. Deer tickscancarry 
Lyme disease, a growing 
threat tothe human and ani- 
mal health 

“The number of human 
cases of Lyme disease in 
Maryland increased 70 per- 
cent between 1989 and 1990,” 
said Nancy Breisch, anento- 
mology consultant with the 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice, Maryland Institute for 
Agriculture and Natural Re- 
sources. MIANR is one of 
three research and public 
service institutions of the 
University of Maryland Sys 
tem 

Breisch and other experts 
hope that by examining deer 
carcasses throughout the 
state they will be able totrack 
the spread of deer ticks and 
document any increase in the

According to research 
conducted at the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln, under 
NAFTA, Mexico's produc 
tion of grain crops would 
as high guaranteed 
prices gave way to lower 
market prices. Also, con 
sumption in Mexico would 
increase more rapidly un 
der NAFTA 
substantial 
imports 
According to the re 
search, average US. grain 
oilseeds exports to Mexico 
under NAFTA would likely 
increase by 25-30 percent 
during 1991-1995, when 
compared to 1986-1990. The 
U.S. commodities likely to 
see the largest export in 
crease due to NAFTA are 
corn and wheat, which show 
increases ranging from 44 
percent to 75 percent under 
the study’s scenarios 
DAIRY INDUSTRY 
With a free-trade agree- 
ment, Mexico also will be a 
growth market for U.S 
dairy product exports, es 
pecially non-traditional ex 
ports of value-added dairy 
products, according to re 
search conducted at 
Clemson University. Mex 
ico already is the most im 
portant U.S. dairy export 
market, absorbing, on aver 


decline 


resulting in 
increases in 
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age, 23 percent of total U.o 
dairy product exports since 
1985 

Consumption of dairy 
products by Mexico's large, 
young and growing popula 
tion is expected to increase 
under NAFTA due to higher 
incomes and more access to 
such products.

CITRUS INDUSTRY 

Research conducted at 
the University of Florida 
concludes that Mexico pos- 
sesses the potential to be- 
come an increasingly im- 
portant producer of citrus 
products. However, institu- 
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tional barriers currently in 
place have inhibited devel- 
opment of the industry, and 
large capital investment 
would be require to expand 
production 

According to the study, 
a free-trade agreement 
which addresses tariffs only 
would be insufficient “to 
stimulate the massive in- 
vestment needed to support 
rapidly-expanded citrus 
production in Mexico.” Also, 
due to the Mexican fruit fly, 
the study said it is unlikely 
the elimination of U.S. tar 
iffs on fresh citrus from 
Mexico will have any effect 
on U.S. producers. How- 
ever, shipments of fresh 
limes could increase because 
they are grown in fly-free 
areas 

The study expects the 
production of Mexican or- 
ange juice to expand at a 
relatively small rate. How- 
ever, the brunt of this ex- 
panded growth is expected 
to fall on Brazil, since the 
effect of lower prices is felt 
immediately by that 
nation’s growers, and any 
Mexican orange juice that 
makes its way into the 
United States would likely 
displace Brazilian juice 

COTTON INDUSTRY 

A study of the cotton in 
dustry conducted at Missis- 
sippi State University 
judged the cotton trade be- 
tween the United States, 
Canada and Mexico to be 
minimal, and thus affected 
little by NAFTA. While 
Mexico and Canadian im- 
ports of U.S. cotton have 


increased in recent years 


neither country accounts for 
more than three percent of 
total U.S. cotton exports 

Similarly 
ton from Mexico constitute 
less than one percent of to 
tal U.S. cotton consumption 
“This trading pattern ap 
pears unlikely to change 
after the creation of 
NAFTA,” the study stated 

The study pointed out 
that unlike other commodi 
ties, the major impact of 
NAFTA on the cotton in 
dustry would be on pro 
cessed final products, rather 
than the trade of raw cot 
ton. The trade of textiles 
and apparel is governed by 
the Multifiber Agreement, 
which provides a framework 
for countries to negotiate 
bilateral agreements 

CANADIAN 
PERSPECTIVE 

According to research 
conducted at the University 
of Guelph, Ontario, Canada, 
that nation’s entry into 
NAFTA is purely defensive 
in nature. Canada wants to 
ensure that under NAFTA, 
Canada, Mexico and the 
United States share tariff 
free access to each others’ 
borders. By doing that, 
Canada would not be ex- 
cluded from reaping the 
benefits of any bilateral 
agreements signed by the 
United States 

“Canada simply cannot

Wetlands Are 
Topic Of FB 
Press Conference 

No true wetlands will be 
lost with the new wetlands 
delineation manual. That 
was the message today at a 
Capitol Hill news confer- 
ence conducted by the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation. 

“The losses environmen- 
talists cite are largely noth- 
ing more than ‘paper’ wet- 
lands created by a stroke of 
a pen when the 1989 manual 
was developed. Many of 
those acres claimed as wet- 
lands are productive fields 
which have been farmed for 
generations, some could 
easily and correctly be clas- 
sified as deserts,” explained 
American Farm Bureau 
President Dean Kleckner 

Joining Kleckner at the 
news conference were two 
wetlands experts, Hubert J 
Byrd and Charles J. 
Newling. Also joining the 
panel was Congressman 
Billy Tauzin (D-La.) 

Byrd, a soil scientist 
from North Carolina, said 
that contrary to the opin- 
ions of others, the proposed 
changes in the wetlands 
delineation manual will not 
reduce the acreage of valu- 
able wetlands in the United 
States. It will return to pri- 
vate landowners areas 
which do not function as 
“true” wetlands and never 
should have been regulated 

‘The acres of lost wet- 
lands that you hear being 
kicked around...are very 
unreliable,” Byrd said 
“They are not clear in what 
they represent. Ihave heard 
numbers that won't stand 
up under close testing 
Someone is careless with the 
facts.” 

Newling, a wildlife bi- 
ologist from the state of 
Washington, has helped 
write previous wetlands 
manuals. Newling said he 
wanted to speak out to cor- 
rect misconceptions that 
have been carried in the 
press 

“What has been happen- 
ing is a very one-sided and 
terribly misconstrued view 
of this whole debate on pro- 
posed changes to the wet- 
lands delineation manual,” 
he said. “I think the public 
is only getting one side of 
this story.” 

Newling said that most 
of the news reports that he 
has seen have made the 
statement that vast acre- 
age is going to be lost. “In- 
variably there will be some 
sort of a picture of standing 
water, cattails waving in the 
breeze and about 10,000 
snowgeese coming for a 
landing. Absolutely, posi- 
tively the proposed changes 
in the manual will not de- 
regulate any of those kinds 
of areas... What we are talk- 
ing about are the very dri- 
est fringes of where that 
continuum changes from 
uplands to wetlands.” 

In agreement with Byrd, 
Newling said, “The num- 
bers of lost wetlands have 
been estimated, by lord 
knows what means. It de- 
pends on whose numbers 
you are using. If you use 
numbers based on the esti- 
mates made on the 1989 
manual there isa real doubt 
that a lot of the areas being 
called wetlands are actu 
ally wet enough to be called 
a wetland. “I disagree that 
some of the things called a 
wetland from the 1989 
manual really qualify to be 
a wetland from a wetness or 
a functional point of view. I 
think there is a tendency to 
overinflate the numbers. | 
would really take any of 
those numbers with a grain 
of salt.” 

Kleckner told reporters 
it is time for common sense 
regulations 

“It is time for our coun 
try to take a long, hard look 
at the costs of unwarranted 
and excessive regulations,” 


Kleckner said. “The public 
cannot and will not accept 
wetland regulations which 
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place wetlands above all 
other ecosystems.” 

“The federal govern 
ment ought to stand away 
and let private property 
rights take charge,” said 
Rep. Billy Tauzin (D-La.) 
“We the people of America 
ought to make the decisions 
now in terms of what we 
want to do with wetlands.” 

Tauzin explained that 
policy in America is made 
after great debate, public 
discussions and finally leg- 
islation. Then the people call 
upon the bureaucrats and 
the administrators to carry 
out the will of the people, he 
said, “rather than to (have 
the bureaucrats) define the 
will of the people to begin 
with.”

Maryland Secretary of

Scrotal 
measurements of 2,714 bulls at an average age of 257 
days or 747 pounds were compared with those taken 
when the bulls reached an average weight of 1,168 
pounds. The bulls beginning the 154-day test period with 
a scrotal circumference of 18 centimeters or less ran a 
high risk of ending up with a scrotal circumference of 30 
centimeters or less.

Agroforestry: A Conservation Approach 
To Long And Short Term Profits 


Reducing erosion on frag 

cropland and combating 
nonpoint source pollution in 
lakes, streams and other 
water bodies, continue to be 
major concerns for farmers 
To address these issues and 
stabilize eroding cropland, 
the U.S. Departmentof Agri- 
culture, in 1986, opened the 
Conservation Reserve Pro- 
gram (CRP), the largest long- 
term erosion control program 
in U.S. history. To date, 35.6 
million acres have been en 
rolledin the program. By re 
tiring this erodible cropland 
from production to the CRP, 
soil loss on the acreage 
dropped from an average of 
20.9 to 1.6 tons per acre 

At the end of the 10-15 
year CRP contract, farmers 
will have the option of bring- 





ing these lands back into pro- 
duction. To preserve this frag- 
ile natural resources andcon- 
tinue saving soil, some farm- 
ersplan tocombine agronomic 
crops and trees on the same 
land. This practice is called 
“agroforestry.” It is a par- 
ticularly suitable manage- 
ment system to control soil 
erosion 

“Growing trees and crops 
together provides a farmer 
with increased diversification 
of operations,” saidJames R.

Incorporating trees into 


current farming methods de- 
creases the overall risk in 
the farming operation by 
blending a variety of crops 
thatrespond to different mar- 
kets. Row crops provide cash 
flow while the tree strips that 
reduce erosion and improve 
air quality act much more 
like an IRA, a savings ac- 
count, or a long-term invest- 
ment 

Trees are essential in sus- 
tainable agricultural systems 
to provide continuous and 
long-term crop and resource 
protection that some farming 
practices alone do not pro- 
vide. Tree windbreaks add 
stability to the system, buff- 
ering crops, livestock, soil, 
water, wildlife, andhumans 
from cumulative effects as 
well as extreme weather 
events. 

Mr. McMullen said that 
many highly erodible acres 
in and out of the CRP could 
potentially meet conservation 
compliance standards by ap- 
plying the concept of strip- 
cropping with trees. This 
practice would have many 
advantages. Soil erosion from 
row-cropping the entire slope 
would be reduced. Because 
the row-crop strips would be 
wide enough that tree canopy 
would notcloseover in a short 
time, row crop production 
between tree rows can be 
maintained to provide an 
annual income from the prop- 
erty 

USDA recently autho- 
rized CRP participants with 
contracts in effect on Novem- 
ber 28, 1990, toconvert highly 
erodible cropland established 
in vegetative cover to hard- 
wood trees, windbreaks, 
shelterbelts, or wildlife corri- 
dors. “These contracts may 
be converted anytime before 
October 1 of the final year of 
the CRP contract,” Mr 
McMullen said 

Producers whoconvert to 
agroforestry may receive up 
to 15 years in annual rental 
payments, and cost-share 
assistance for converting to 


other conservation uses 

Water pollution is one of 
the most damaging and wide- 
spread environmental effects 
of agricultural] production 
Agriculture is the largest 
nonpoint source of water pol- 
lution, which accounts for 
about one-half of all water 
pollution. Surface water dam-

Across the state, top- 
soil moisture rated 17 per- 
cent very short, 55 percent 
short, 28 percent adequate, 
and none reported surplus 
Subsoil moisture ended the

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LANDSCAPE DESIGN 
by Karen Browning 
- The landscape surrounding your home serves as its 
« visual setting. The front yard frames the house as seen from 
the street andthe other areasoffer attractive views from the 
windows, patio, or walkways. Plants and structures in each 
area should express your taste, just as furnishings of the 
house do. A well-designed] andscape is more than ornamen- 
tal; itis a functional space arranged to accommodate various 
activities, allowing easy movement throughout. 

Toachieve a well-designed landscape, you need to start 
with an overall plan based on a careful map of existing 

onditions. This map should be acomplete record of every- 

thing under the ground surface (e.g. water lines, sewer 

lines, tile fields) and in the air surface (electric and tele- 

* phone lines, the spread of existing tree canopies) as well as 

yn the ground (existing plants, drives, walks and patios). 

Other aspects should be recorded (good and bad views, soil 

- problem areas, prevailing summer and winter winds). This 

will identify where you can and cannot plant, and help 
lentify size constraints. 

Once the map is complete, a list of all the desired 
activities and functions should be developed (vegetable 
garden, children’s play area, swimming pool, outdoor eating 

* areas, privacy screening, and screening of bad views). As 
- the exterior function areas are identified, the various mate- 
rials available for creating the floors, walis and canopiesof 
- the spaces should be explore. The best wall in a narrow space 
. may be afence, but it may need to be softened orhighlighted 
“ with vines. Given more space, shrubs might be more 
appropriate. The “floor” treatment might be turf in low 
traffic areas, paving areasof greater foot traffic, and other 
. ground-covers where the carpet serves primarily a visual 
* function. If a “ceiling” is desired, it might be a trellis 
*. softened with vines of the spreading branches of trees 
» overhead 
Occasionally a plant may serve as a focal point in the 
> composition of a space. The majority of the plants, however 
should be seen as masses or groups rather that individually, 
but there needs to be enough variety to achieve seasonal 
accents. The use of only one or two varieties would be 
monotonous, but use of too many varieties would lead to 
visual chaos. A balance is necessary to create a calm but 
interesting view. Inchoosing plants, consider their time and 
duration of flowering as well ascolor. Many plants flower in 
the spring, fewer in summer and even less in the fall. To 
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avoid a single season of color, carefully choose a selection to 


include some from each bl 


ooming period. Plants having 


ornamental fruit can add interesting visual accent as well 
as bring birds to your garden. Compatibility of summer 
foliage color is as important as the accent of fall foliage 
colors. Red and purple foliage plants should be limited to use 
as focal points and should be carefully considered within the 


context of the total landsca 
dominate the winter scene 


pe scene. Evergreens need not 
, but serve as accents together 


with interesting twig patterns and bark colors of deciduous 
plants. Plants should also be chosen for their maintenance 


requirements, 


Over the years, your landscape should evolve. You may 
have children, or watch children leave. You might develop 
new interests or pastimes, or discover new types of plants 
ycu want to grow such as perennials, dryland plants, or 
wildflowers. As new plans occur to you, you'll need to revise 
your master plan. If your overall plant has been solidly 
based on the way you use your property, you will find the 
new elements will be easy and fun to incorporate, making 
your yard acontinuing pleasure. 

A good reference on this topic is The Taylor Guide to 
Garden Design by Norman Taylor. 


Rep. Byron Supports Newly Passed 
Defense Authorization Act of 1992 


The Defense Authoriza- 
tion Act for 1992 passed the 
House recently by a vote of 
329 to 82. Supporting the 
measure during the floor de- 
bate, Rep. Beverly Byron (D- 
Md.), chairman of the Sub- 
committee on Military Per- 
sonnel and Compensation, 
said the priority for the per- 
sonnel issues contained in 
the $209.8 billion authoriza- 
tion was protecting people.” 

The act first passed the 
House last May and avoided 
alast minute controversy by 
dropping a proposed $1 bil- 
lion humanitarian aid pack- 
age to the Soviet Union. 

“Itis important to keep in 
mind that the force reduction 
isnot withouta price. There 
is no magic formula for re- 
ducing the size of today’shigh 
quality all-volunteer force 
without adversely impacting 
both force readiness andthe 
individual service members 
whohad planned to make the 
military a career. We can 
ease the pain, however, by 
encouraging service members 
in overstrength year groups 
and job specialties to leave 
voluntarily, rather than face 
involuntary separation,” 
Mrs. Byron said during the 
debate. 


Provisions in the defense 


bill will give service mem- 
bers who agree tovoluntary 
separation the choice to ei- 
ther receive a fixed term an- 


nuity calculated on years of 


serve or aone-time lump sum 
payment also based on ser- 
vice years. Acomprehensive 
package of transition assis- 
tance benefits is also avail- 
able to separating service 
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members. 

Turning her ettention to 
other personne! provisions in 
the legislation, Byron said 
Congress had approved the 
budget request toreduce end 
strength among active forces 
by 106,000 in 1992 and by an 
additional 92,000 the follow- 
ing year. But for cuts in the 
selected reserves, Rep. Byron 
said the conference report 
could not accept the 
administration’s request. 

“We felt the cuts con- 
tained in the budget were too 
steep, and therefore smoothed 
out the glide path by pre- 
scribing a three percent, 
rather that a nine percent 
reduction for 1992. A slower- 
paced reserve cut will also 
make sure that slots are avail- 
able in reserve units for the 
large number of individuals 
who will be leaving active 
duty over the next few years. 
We need to ensure that we 
have ready access to that pool 
of highly trained and experi- 
enced manpower,” Byron 
said. 

The defense bill also re- 
peals the combat exclusion 
for Air Force, Navy, and 
Marine Corps women from 
flying combat aircraft. “On 
the modern battlefield, the 
line between combat andcom- 
bat support functions is blur- 
red at best. But I want to 
emphasize that the repeal of 
the combat exclusion would 
not mandate that women per- 
form such missions,” Mrs. 
Byron said. 


Party Affiliation 
Change Deadline 
Is December 9 


Maryland Voters have 
until 9p.m. Monday, Decem- 
ber 9, to change their party 
affiliation, according to the 
Maryland State Administra- 
tive Board of Election Laws. 
After that date, no one is 
permitted to change from one 
party to another unless the 
voter changes his residence 
from one county to another 
within the state when regis- 
tration is open, and upon re- 
registering, decides to switch 
affiliation 

State law requires that 
the deadline for party affilia- 
tion changes be 12 weeks, or 
84 days, prior to a primary 
election. This years’ Presi- 
dential Primary Election is 
slated for Tuesday, March 3.

The Mary 
land State Police Aviation 
Division has flown more than 
50,000 med-evac flights since 
1970 

In addition to Operation

Division will provide aerial 
speed enforcement of 
Maryland's 55 mile per hour 
speed limit using a VASCAR 
(Visual Average Speed Com- 
puter and Recorder) equipped 
tomonitor speed from the air 

“Our enforcement will be 
aggressive and strict,” 
warned Hutchins. “Ourflight 
observers will be looking for 
motorists who are endanger- 
ing the motoring public with 
excessive speed.

In Local Drive 


The American Heart As- 
sociation- Western Maryland 
Division's 1991 Residential 
Campaign raised $6,089.36 
in Garrett County, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Dorothy Cathell, 
Garrett County Residential 
chairman. 

Cathell thanked the vol- 
unteers and donors who 
“worked so hard” to make 
the 1991 neighbor-to-neigh- 
bor campaign a success. 

"The area chairmen for 
the campaign and the block- 
workers did a tremendous job 
of raising funds forthe AHA 
and of distributing heart- 
health literature to area resi- 
dents,” stated Mrs. Cathell. 
“We are now gearing up for 
the 1992 Campaign and hope- 
fully we will be able to recruit 
quality volunteers such as 
we had in 1991.” 

Since 1948, when the 
Residential Campaign began, 
money used for heart research 
hascontributed to major ad- 
vancement in the develop- 
mentof artificial heart valves 
and pacemakers, surgical 
techniques to repair congeni- 
tal and acquired heart de- 
fects, treatments for high 
blood pressure, cardiopulmo- 
nary resuscitation (CPR) and 
rehabilitation for heart at- 
tack and stroke victims as 
well as other lifesaving tech- 
niques 

Cathell said, “Since 1965, 
the state mortality rate from 
heart disease is down 25% 
and deaths from strokes are 
down 42%, Our work is far 
from over, however: cardio- 
vascular diseases still claim 
more lives each year than 
cancer, accidents, and other 
causes.”

Chemist Award 
Bestowed Upon 
Dr. Brookhart 





Dr. Maurice S. Brookhart, 
aprofessor at the University 
of North Carolina, Chapel 
Hill, has received an award 
from the American Chemical 
Society for being the most 
outstanding Organometallic 
Chemist in the nation. The 
award will be presented to 
him at a banquet on April 7, 
in San Francisco, Calif 

Brookhart is an interna 
tionally recognized leader in 
organometallic chemistry 
whose “wry sense of humor, 
modesty, and popularity with 
students and colleagues add 
tohis appeal,” according toa 
colleague. He is probably best 
known for his research in 
developing new methods for 
making known polymers 
(such as nylon and polyester) 
and developing methods for 
making completely new poly- 
mers. All of the methods are 
based on using organometal- 
lic compounds which are or- 
ganic molecules bound to 
metal atoms 

In addition to his year’s 
study at Oxford University 
in 1982, he has been a visit- 
ing professor several times in 
France at the University of 
Rennes (1981 and 1987), at 

the University of Bordeaux 
(1989), and at CNRS Insti- 
tute for Coordination Chem- 
istry, Toulouse (1989). He is 
amember of the ACS Petro- 
leum Research Adv isory 
Board, has served on the edi- 
torial advisory board of Or- 
ganometallics (1987-1989), 





and iscurrently associate of 
Organometallics Publication, 
among several other profes- 
sional affiliations

Astemperatures drop, the 
demand for firewood rises

According to Maryland 

law, firewood must be sold on 
the basis of a standard cord 
or a portion of a cord, “the 
amount of wood which iscon 
tained in aspace of 128 cubic 
ft., when the wood is ranked 
and well stowed.” Acordisa 
volume measure arrived at 
by multiplying the height 
times the length of the stack 
times the length of the sticks, 
all measurements in feet 
Commonly, a standard cord 
is thought to be 4 ft. high, by 
4 ft. wide, by 8 ft. long 

The law was designed as 
aconsumer protection mea 
sure, to protect the fuel wood 
buyer from measurements 
such as “face cord” or “truck 
load” which vary in volume 

A firewood seller should 
also identify the wood by spe 
cies group and say if the wood 
is unseasoned (green) or dry 
A representation of two or 
more species groups shall 
indicate within five percent 
accuracy the percentages of 
each group 

The Weights and Mea- 
sures Section of the Mary- 
land Dept. of Agriculture is 
responsible for enforcing the 
method sale of commodities 
regulations. The Forest, 
Park & Wildlife Service,

Wheat, Feed Grain 
Price Support Rates 
Up For 1992 


Kenneth R. Bachtel 
chairperson of the Garrett 
County ASC Committee, 
said the 1992 Wheat and 
Feed Grain Programs con- 
tain higher price support 
levels than the 1991 pro- 
gram. The national aver 
age price support loan rates 
per bushel are $2:21 for 
wheat, $1.72 for corn, $1.63 
for grain sorghum, $1.40 for 
barley, $.88 for 
$1.46 for rye 

The $5.02 bushel 
price support level for soy 
beans, and $.089 per pound 
for sunflower seed, 
flower, canola, rapeseed, 
mustard seed, and flaxseed 
are unchanged from the 
1991 levels, according to 
Bachtel. A marketing loan 
program remains in effect 

“Farmers who comply 
with program provisions 
will be eligible for the same 
target price protection as 
last year,” said Bachtel 
“$4.00 per bushel for wheat,

grain sorghum, $2.36 for 
barley and $1.45 for oats.”

1991 Harvest 
Virtually Complete 


By November 24 harvest 
was virtually complete in 
Maryland. Soybean harvest 
was 93 percent complete, 
the same as last year and 
well ahead of the five year 
average of 82 percent. An 
average of 4.8 days was suit 
able for fieldwork during 
this past week according to 
the Maryland Agricultural 
Statistics Service. Across 
the states, topsoil moisture 
was rated 62 percent short, 
only 33 percent adequate 
and five percent reported 
surplus.

A First: Congress Gives Up on the Dairy Bill 

For the first time in the memory of even the oldest 
hands in Washington, a Dairy Bill has been pulle: 
floor debate at the last minute, probably dooming any 
consideration for the foreseeable future. The bill was 
expected to be debated in the House but was pulled after 
the National Milk Producers Federation (NMPF) 
withdrew its support. The straw that broke the NMPF’s 
resolve was the diversion assessment, plus having tohold 
cattle markets safe from price declines caused by culled 
cows. Per cwt milk price increases between $1.28 and 
$1.33 per year for five years were projected from the 
$1.00 increase in the milk support price. Assessments 
would have totaled 44 to60 cents per cwt during that time 
to fund the diversion. NMPF may try to come back with 
another bill in the spring, but sources close to the process 
say Congress is not interested 
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Corn Gluten Meal 
Corn gluten meal is the dried residue from corn after 
the removal of the larger part of the starch and germ and 
the separation of the bran. It may contain fermented corn 


extractives and/or corn germ meal. Corn gluten meal is 
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usually marketed as either 40 or 60 percent protein (90% 


DM) in protein supplements. It is considered a valuable 
source of the sulfur-containing amino acid methionine 
and as an excellent by-pass protein for ruminants. The 


protein is thus available post-ruminally for enzymatic 


ligestion and absorption of amino acids for productive 
functions

The Garrett County 
Sanitary Commission met 
with approximately 80 
residents of Mountain Lake 
Park last night in a public 
hearing to discuss the recent 
recommendation to make all 
water and sewer rates the 
same in Mountain Lake 
Park, Gorman, Shallmar, 
Wisp, Ski Harbor (a resort 
development at Deep Creek 
Lake), and Bloomington 
Mtn. Lake Park would be 
the only area where rates 
would increase if this plan is 
put into action, while all 
others would lower. The 
response of the town's 
residents to the proposal was 
mainly negative at last 
night’s hearing 

John Mayer, a utility rate 
specialist was hired by the 
Sanitary District to do a 
utility rate study in these 
areas, His final recommen- 
dation to the district was to 
universalize the rates of all 
the users. Because Mtn. 
Lake Park has the highest 
number of users (827) and 
also because the town has no 
need for a water treatment 
plant, the costs to the 
residents is lower than all 
the other areas noted 
According to a chart 
prepared in the rate study, 
the average residential 
quarterly bill for a Mtn 
Lake Park resident is 
approximately $34. The 
users pay a fixed quarterly 
charge of $7.20 plus $2 per 
1,000 gallons. If the univer- 
sal rates go into effect, the 
fixed quarterly charge 


increase to $12 and the 
1,000 gallon cost will rise to 


$2.62, making the average 
quarterly bill approximately 
341. 
In the other areas, rates 
currently range from approx-

Grantsville Water Crisis Ends, 
Emergency Ban Is Lifted 


Mayor Fred Holliday of 
Grantsville has announced 
that the recent water crisis 
in that community has been 
corrected and that the emer 
gency water ban has been 
lifted 

Grantsville’s latest wa 
ter problems began on Oc 
tober 5 when officials real 
ized that the single well, 
which provides the town’s 
water supply during sum- 
mer months, was not ca- 
pable of meeting the daily 
water requirements of the 
town. The well, located ap- 
proximately two miles west 
of Grantsville, normally 
produces 70 gallons per 
minute. Because of the se 
vere drought conditions 
throughout Garrett County 
this summer, the well’s out- 
put had dropped to only 30 
gallons per minute and 
could not meet the town’s 
domestic water require- 
ments 

To provide for the daily 
water needs of the town’s 
residents, and to keep an 
adequate supply of water 
available for fire protection, 
the Grantsville Volunteer 
Fire Department contacted 
other area fire departments, 
and water was trucked to 
thé town’s treatment plant 


WATER, WONDERFUL WATER, which has been in terribly 
short supply lately, “returned” to the Mountaintop this past week 
a8 over two inches fell on Monday and replenished many wells 
and springs that have been dry for months. Craig Phillips, staff 





At the same time, the town 
contracted with Glenn Ford 
Well Drilling Company of 
Corriganville to drill two 
separate wells near the 
treatment plant to provide 
additional sources of water 
While these two actions 
were underway, a separate 
disaster struck on Novem 
ber 12, when the town offi- 
cials noticed that stored 
water had drained out dur- 
ing the night because of 
leaks in the distribution 
system 
The town employees lo- 
cated and repaired one leak 
on Tuesday, November 12, 
but the problem continued 
with the rate of water loss 
reaching 50 gallons per 
minute. On Wednesday, the 
approximate location of a 
second leak was found but 
excavation failed to uncover 
the exact location. Mean- 
while, the town employees 
were searching for an addi- 
tional leak in the approxi- 
mately three miles of distri- 
bution system. The Garrett 
County Sanitary District 
assisted with these efforts 
and Maryland Environmen- 
tal Service handled routine 
plant operations

Dr. Herman Receives Commissioners’ 
Approval For Whitewater Festival 


Garrett Community Col- 
lege (GCC) President Dr 
Stephen Herman this week 
met with the Garrett County 
Commissioners seeking their 
approval for the 
entrepreneurial effort by the 
college to establish a two-day 
Garrett County festival 
around the upcoming U.S 
Whitewater Olympic Trials, 
to be held in May at the 
Savage River, and to move 
forward with other business 
ventures as well 

Herman explained that 
the whitewater event will 
have the potential of provid- 
ing a boost to the economic 
development of the county, 
being of particular benefit to 
the region’s accommo- 
dations, service support, and 
real estate industries 

Herman stated that the 
impetus for developing the 
one-day whitewater trial 
spectator event into a two- 
day “main street extravagan- 
za” participation event came, 
in part, from the realization 
that the college should not 
be relying so heavily on state 
funding for its existence 
(especially in light of the 
state's most recent recision 
of funding) 

"GCC has developed a 
new role in economic devel- 
opment,” said Herman. “Be- 
fore, our role was one of 
support -- we responded to 
what the community said it 
needed. Now, we are devel- 
oping our own Entrepre- 
neuria] Initiative Model and 
have launched a college 
business that meets our 
larger mission, besides mak- 
ing money for the college.” 

He also noted that "the 
entire world will be watching 
this event.” Not only is the 
United States number one in 
the world in this event, he 
said, but residents of the 
whole state will be watching 
the trials closely since three 
Marylanders (two men and 
one woman) will likely

Metz also reported that, if

regulations. "We are the ones

Relates Experiences

This Saturday, December 
7, will mark the 50th anni- 
versary of an event that 


changed the world: the Japa- 


nese attack on Pear! Harbor, 
Hawaii. Americans who were 
living at that time can all 
surely relate exactly where 
they were when they heard 
the news of the attack. Some 
of the initial questions of 
those persons were “What is 
Pearl Harbor? Where is Pear! 
Harbor?” Never again will 
those questions be asked by 
citizens of the United States 
Although there is now 
some evidence that Franklin 
Roosevelt was apparently 
aware that aggression was 
imminent, the soldiers on 
that tiny island in the mid- 
dle of the Pacific certainly 
did not know of any attack, 
nor expect such a rude 
awakening on that Sunday 
morning. One of the soldiers, 
a member of the Army's 
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Of December 7, 1941 


Company B, 25th Medical 
Battalion, was in fact getting 
ready for church and had 


just emerged from the show- 
er near the Schofield Bar- 
racks when he realized 
something dreadful was 
happening. This 21-year-old 
soldier was James Jackson, a 
native of Garrett County, 
who now resides in Moun- 
tain Lake Park with his 
wife, Judy, and has many a 
story to tell of his days in

A wailing fire siren cast the dark shadow of 
war over Oakland at 8 o'clock last Friday night, 
signaling the start of a series of trial blackouts 
throughout the breadth of Maryland 

Oakland went through its first blackout in 
successful fashion and to the complete satisfaction 
of Civilian Defense director, Lawrence M. Fraley,

MSP Gearing Up

Maryland State Police are 
gearing up for the holiday 
season with plans to expand 
the use of sobriety check 
points as part of a statewide 
campaign to identify, arrest 
andremove drunk or impaired 
drivers from the highway 
The intensified drunk driv 
ing enforcement effort is 
timed to coincide with Na 
tional Drunk and Drugged 
Driving Awareness Week, 
December 7 through 13 

“We are expanding the 
sobriety checkpoint program 
toinclude Maryland's truck 
weight/inspection stations,” 
stated Captain Raymond D 
Cotton, commander, Com 
mercial Vehicle Enforcement 
Division. “These stations will 
display Commercial Vehicle 
Sobriety Checkpoint signs as 
a warning to all motorists 
that drinking and driving will 
not be tolerated on the high 
ways of Maryland,” Cotton 
added. The use of sobriety 
checkpoints will not be lim 
ited to truck weight/inspec 
tion stations 

“We plan to augment the

Myth: Alcohol is a stimu- 
lant 
Fact: Alcohol is a depres- 
sant. It acts on the central 
nervous system like an anes- 
thetic to lower or depress 
the activity of the brain 
Myth: Like other food 
and drink, alcoho! must be 
digested 
Fact: Alcohol is absorbed 
directly into the blood- 
stream, where it is carried to 
all parts of the body. Twenty 
percent of the alcohol con- 
sumed goes immediately into 
the bloodstream. Since the 
brain has a high water con- 
tent and a rich blood supply, 
it is quickly affected by alco- 
hol 
Myth: One cannot detect 


if a driver is impaired unless 
he/she is weaving or swerv- 
ing 

Fact: These clues can 
help spot the driver who is 
under the influence of alco- 
hol or drugs: unusually wide 
turns, drifting, inconsistent 
signals, straddling the center 
line, and excessive or very 
slow speed. Police say to 
watch out for drivers who 
are following too closely, 
responding slowly to traffic 
signals, accelerating or slow- 
ing down rapidly, driving 
with the headlights off at 
night or driving with the 
window down in cold weath- 
er 

Myth: A couple of beer

Fact: Every person reacts 
differently to alcohol. A 
couple of beers will probably 
affect a 125 pound person 
more strongly than a 200 
pound person.

Howard is the clear-cut 
front runner Going into its an 
nual Big Game with Ohio 


State, Michigan had already 
clinched a berth in the Rose 
Bowl, largely on the strength 
of some strong performances 
by Howard Through 10 games 


e had amassed more than 


1,500 all-purpose yards (854 
receiving, 157 rushing, 168 re 
turning punts, 357 returning 
kickoffs) and scored a school 
record 22 touchdowns 

Weldon's Heisman hopes 
may have been dealt a fatal 
blow when the Seminoles suf 
fered their 17-16 defeat by Mi 
ami. Up to then, Weldon had 
been 15-0 as the Florida State 
signal caller, and that stat was 
the strongest argument in his 
favor. Still, going into the final 
regular-season game against 
rival Florida, he had thrown at 
a completion rate of better 
than 62 percent, with 2,222 
yards and 21 touchdowns 

Among the rest of the possi 
ble contenders, the state of 
Florida is well-represented 

Going into the Florida State 
game, Shane Matthews of the 
Florida Gators had thrown for 
27 touchdowns and scored two 
more, and he set an SEC re 
cord by throwing for 300 yards 
nine times 

Through nine games, Mi 
ami’s junior quarterback Gino 
Torretta was undefeated and

Hospita in provide infor 
mation about both forms of 
written “advance directives 
upon request, and will rou 


tinely do so when a patient is 
admitted. Hospital President 
Benjamin Rosenthal said he 
hopes families would get this 
information now ratherthan 
wait until confronted with 
an episode of illness or in 
jury 

“We can better serve the 
wished of our patients and 
their families if they have 
thoughts about their medical 
choices in advance. That way, 
inevent patients can not de 
cide for themselves due to 
some incapacitating reason, 


the treatment will reflect 
their wishes,” stated Rosen 
thal 


The living will is a spe 
cific legal form under which 
patients direct that if they 
are terminally ill, life-sus 
taining treatment will not be 
given toprolong the end stage 
of the illness. They may also 
direct whether they want 
artificially administered food 
and water withheld at that

And the 
same held true for Southern 
States Cooperative, Inc 

“It was a year of record 
sales in the face of 
recessionary times,” Presi 
dent and Chief Executive 
Officer Gene A. James told 
members attending the an 
nual stockholders’ meeting 
Nov. 20. And it wasa year in 
which areorganization made 
the whole co op more respon 
sive tocustomers’ needs and 
wants, and more able to “cul 
the theme 
of this year’s meeting, James 
noted 

Those attending the 
videoconference, based in Vir 
ginia and broadcast via sat 
ellite to 10 other sites in the 
co-ops six-state territory, 
were told that Southern 
States spent the 1990-91 year 
stemming the tide of misin- 
formation about the agricul- 
tural industry, taking steps 
to improve service to farm 
ers, and reorganizing employ- 
ees to reduce layers of man 
agement. While all of that 
was taking place, the coop- 
erative managed to sell a 
record $945 million worth of 
products -- a 7.8 percent in 
crease over last year's sales 
volume 

The cooperative’s net 
worth rose from $126 million 
to$128 million, but working 
capital was down from $79.6 
million to $77 million. South- 
ern States, like other busi 
nesses, has “felt the impact 
of increasing health care costs 
and the expense of meeting 
more stringent environmen 


tivate innovation,” 


tal requirements,” James 
said 

But there isa bright side 
environmental remediation 


costs were only $2 million in 
1991, which was down from 

3.1 million in 1990. And, 
the Board of Directors autho 
rized patronage refunds to 
taling $3.9 million: 1 cent a 
bushel tothose who marketed 
grain through the co-op; 0.4° 
tothe retain allocation unit; 
and 1% to the manufactur- 
ing and distribution alloca- 
tion unit. 

Wetsel Seed Co., which 
Southern States acquired in 
1990, provided positive con 
tributions to volume and net 
savings. The wholesale dis- 
tribution reported gross sales 
of $37.1 million 

Feed sales increased by 
almost $2 million, while seed 
sales climbed slightly from 
$39.5 million to $40.2 mil- 
lion. Fertilizer purchased by 
Southern States patrons saw 
a gain of 26,700 tons, al 
though the bushels of grain 
marketed through the coop- 
erative decreased from 23.5 
million to 19.7 million 

All things considered, it 
was a “reasonably good” year 
for Southern States, James 
said, but it wasn’t geod 
enough 

“We will continue a re 
lentless pursuit of excellence 


and efficiency in service to 
our customers, while at the 
same time achieving a level 
of profitability that will en 
sure the kind of balance sheet 
strength that will enable us 
tocontinue cultivating inno 
vation for farmers’ benefits 
for along, long time,”

First, gently grasp a 
branch between your thumb and 
forefingers and pull it gently 
toward you. Very few green 
needles should come off in your 
hand if the tree is fresh,” says 
Nanney 

Second, take a look a the 
ground around the tree. You 
shouldn't excessive 
amount of green needles on the 
ground. Some loss of brown 
needles is normal. “Interior 
needle loss of brown needles is a 
natural process occurring over 
the lifetime of a tree,” stated

A meeting to introduce 
the Tech Prep curriculum 
concept to Garrett Commu 
nity College faculty was held 
recently at the college. Pre 
sentationsexplaining the con 
cept and its implications for 
high school and college cur 
riculum were given by Jim 
Allen, director of technology 
at GCC; Luther Parrack, 
supervisor of secondary edu- 
cation for the Garrett County

Definitely, whole cottonseed has a place in your 
ration at the right price. High producing dairy cows, in 
early lactation, have a real need for energy to maintain 
the high level of milk production. Feeding « ottonseed can 
help supply the energy needs. However, there are some 
precautions in feeding whole cottonseed. In general terms, 
I would recommend that you feed no more than six 
pounds daily. Cottonseed has a toxic 
“gossypol” (a yellow pigment) that can cause serious 
health problems if over-consume d by the dairy cow. Also

Board Gives Preliminary Approval 
To New Graduation Requirements 


The State Board of Edu 
cation has given permission 
to publish new high school 
graduation requirementsthat 
support the State’s Schools 
for Success education reform 
goals. The proposal would 
strengthen students’ prepa 
ration for college and career 
employment while giving dis 


The new require 
would increase from 20to 21 
the number of credits stu 
dents must earn to graduate 
The additional credit would 
be a third credit in science, 
up from the current twocred 
its. In addition, students 
would be required to study 
higher levels of mathematics 
and take acourse in technol 
ogy education. The latter 
would replace the existing 
practical ar juirement 

The one-credit physical 
education requirement was 
modified to require the ap 
propriate health education 
topics be incorporated into 
physical education 

Under the proposed State 
bylaw, schools would in 1993 
begin administering the four 
Maryland functional tests in 
the 7th grade. Currently 
passing these tests -- inread 
ing, mathematics, wrting, 
andcitizenship -- isrequired 
for high school graduation 

The bylaw proposed by 
the Board requires students 
tocomplete a community ser 
vice experience. School sys- 


tems will either require 75 
hours of student service or 
will design their own state 
approved student service pro 
grams. Local programs would 
need the approval of the State 
Superintendent of Schools 

The new standards for the 
Maryland High School Di 
ploma are slated for publ 
tion in the ruary 7, 1992 
Maryland Register. The pro 
posed requirements would be 
open for written public com 
ment until March 10, 1992 
The Board could adopt the 
regulations as early as 
March, 1992. If approved, the 
requirements would apply to 
students entering the ninth 
grade for the first time in the 
fall of 1993 

The Board’sconsideration 
of new graduation require- 
ments began with its appoint 
ment in September 1990 ofa 
task force to recommend 
changes in graduation re 
quirements toensure that all 
graduates are well prepared 
for post-high school educa 
tion or employment. The 
Board received the task forve’s 
recommendations lastJanu 
ary 

Agreement on the new 
requirements came after a 
year of deliberation on how 
best to bolster academic re 
quirements for all students 
while eliminating the gen- 
eral track that many feel pro- 
vides less than adequate 
preparation for further study 
or forcareers. Students pre

The two had been 
charged following a search of

Force. The task force had 
reportedly obtained a search 
warrant from Judge Jack R 
Turney and searched the 
Ayers’s residence or em- 
ber 15.

Commissioners’ Requested Legislation 
Would Generate Revenue In County 


If legislative proposals 
requested by the Garrett 
County Commissioners are 
submitted and approved by 
the 1992 Maryland General 
Assembly, additional revenue 
for the county will be raised 
from an increase in the 
accommodation, recordation 
and beer taxes in Garrett 
County 

The proposed increases 
were among twelve separate 
legislative initiatives, nine of 
which were unanimously 
supported by the commis- 
sioners. The beer tax in- 
crease was suggested by 
Brenda J. Butscher, chair- 
person, and she is the 
board's sole supporter of it 

The commissioners ex- 
plained the proposals to 
District 1-A Delegate George 
C. Edwards and District 1 
Senator John Hafer at a pre- 
legislative meeting held last 
Thursday 

The accommodations tax, 
also known as the ho- 
tel/motel tax, would give 
county government the au- 
thority to increase the local 
ceiling from the current 
three percent to five percent 
In other words, according to 
Edwards, this would be 
termed "enabling legislation.’ 

The recordation tax, a tax 
imposed when transferring a 
deed, would be increased 
from the current rate of 
$2.20 to $2.50 per $500 of 
value 

The beer tax would be 
raised from two cents to five 
cents per container. Accord- 
ing to Butscher, the county 
has had the tax since 1935 
and it has not increased 
since that time. "I would like

to see the three-cent increase 
because we are desperately 
looking for more money 
right now,” she said 

She added that the user 
tax would generate approxi- 
mately $50,000 to $60,000 
per penny, and would equate 
to about three cents on the 
county tax rate 

Another proposal suggest- 
ed by the commissioners 
would impose a one percent 
local transfer tax on real 
property with an exemption 
provision for the first 
$50,000 value. "This will 
help the average person 
going out to buy a home, 
said Butscher 

Yet another proposal 
would eliminate the current 
property tax discounts for 
payments received July 1 
through September 30. Com- 
missioner Elwood Groves 
stated that a 90-day period, 
without penalty, would still 
be given 

Senator Hafer also noted 
that 12 out of the 23 coun- 
ties do not have any dis- 
count at all for paying prop- 
erty taxes early 

Delegate Edwards then 
stated that he has had some 
indication that a statewide 
bill would be introduced into 
the 1992 Maryland General 
Assembly that would allow 
all the counties to set many 
of the tax rates without 
having to go through the 
legislature 

Another proposal by the 
commissioners calls for the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education to have its own 
taxing authority. According 
to Butscher, the system 
works well in Pennsylvania 
"The school board would 
have to answer to the people 
about how their tax dollars 
are being spent,” she said, 
and continued, "I do know, 
however, that school boards 
across the state are organiz- 
ing to work against the 
taxing authority.” 

Groves added that there 
has been "a lot of discussion 
on this issue recently” at 


MACo (Maryland Association 
of Counties) and that a com- 
mittee has now been formed 
within that organization to 
study the relationship be- 
tween the county commis- 
sioners and the local educa- 
tion boards 

‘The taxing authority 
would be particularly helpful 
in a county where you have 
an elected school board,” said 
Groves, adding, “At this 
point in time, there is still 
division between the 
responsibility of raising reve- 
nues and the responsibility 
of spending it, and that 
creates a lot of problems.” 

Delegate Edwards, howev 
er, cautioned that although 
there would be "no problem 
introducing the bill, there 
might be a problem getting 
enough support to pass it 
it would probably have to be

Children Being 
Harmed By 
Tobacco Smoke

Tobacco smoke in the home may harm young children 
primarily as the result of two situations, according to the 
United States Public Health Service. In the first situation 
the mother may smoke during pregnancy with negative 
effects onthe baby. In the second, the young child comes into 
contact with the tobacco smoke in the family environment 
Both of these exposures increase the chances of significant 


health problems for children 


According to Dr. Rex. D. Archer, Garrett County Health 
Officer, “Most pregnant women who smoke are aware that 
smoking by a pregnant mother increases the chances of 
problems in their baby before and after birth, including low 
birthweight, delivery before term, a slowing down or delay 

n fetal development, and other problems. Many women 
successfully quit smoking during much of their pregnancy 
but return to smoking following delivery, perhaps unaware 
that sidestream smoke is a major source of smoke exposure 
for young children. Children’s exposure to environmental 
tobacco smoke increases their chances of developing respi 
ratory tract infections, wheezing, asthma, and middle ear 
Studies have shown that infants and young 
children who are exposed to household environmental to 
bacco smoke breathe many chemicals and that carbon 
monoxide, thiocyanate, nicotine, and several cancer caus 


nfections 


ng chemicals from tobacco smoke can be found in samples 


of their blood and urine 


Pregnant women who smoke are advised to quit smok 
ng, stay away from other household or worksite environ 
mental tobacco smoke during their pregnancy, and remain 
smoke-free following delivery. Pregnant non-smoking moth 
ers are also advised to stay away from household or worksite 

environmental tobacco smoke during their pregnancy 
After the baby is born, parents are advised to protect 
their infant or young child from exposure to household 
environmental tobacco smoke. Simply blowing smoke away 
from the infant, going into another room to smoke, or 
ncreasing the ventilation in a room will not prevent the 
infant or young child from absorbing significant amounts of 


tobacco smoke 


In conclusion, Dr. Archer advises, “If people who have 
contact with children have not yet successfully stopped 


smoking

Gorman and Shallmar water 
systems. Both have a bleak 
history in how they came 
about.

SAVE MONEY, WATER A.ND ENERGY: 
REDUCE WATER USAGE IN THE HOME

Youmay be surprised how 
much water (and how many 
dollars) youcan save around 
your home with just a mini- 
mum of effort. Small adjust- 
ments in everyday activities 
such as taking a shower, 
brushing your teeth, doing 
laundry and washing dishes 
can cut your water use with- 
out causing significant 
changes in your lifestyle.

Water conservation ex- 


perts have determined that 
two-thirds of the water used 


in an average home is used in 


the bathroom. They advise 
taking a short shower in 
stead of a bath, to save up to 
35 gallons of water, and to 
further conserve water by 
installing a flow control de 
vice in the shower and an 
aerator on the lavatory tap 

Turning off the water 
while you soap up, apply 
shampoo or brush your teeth 
is an easy way toaddto your 
savings. 

Placing a water-filled, 
capped, 1-quart plastic bottle 
(not glass) in the toilet tank

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can save about one-fourth of 
each gallon out of the normal 
3to7 gallons per flush. Also, 
check the toilet for leaks by 
putting a few drops of food 
coloring in the tank. If col- 
ored water shows in the bow] 
after 15 to 30 minutes with 
flushing, you have aleak that 
needs repairing. 

To detect leaks through- 
out your home, Extension 
specialists suggest you turn 
off everything in the house 
that uses water, check your 
meter reading, then check it 
again in an hour. If it hasn't 
moved, you have a water- 
tight home; if it has, check 
hose connections, toilets, and 
faucets, for leaks 

A faucet that leaks one 
drop per second wastes 2,400 
gallons per year, enough 
water to run 160 full cycles 
on an automatic dishwasher, 
so it’simportant to check and 
replace faulty washers 

Careful use of appliances 
and other water-related 
equipmentcan also put more 
money in your pocket, ac- 
cording to Garrett County 
Extension Agent, Irmgard R. 
Koscielniak 

Other economy measures 
include washing only full 
loads - unless your equip- 
ment has water level con- 
trols - and buying a washer 
with a built-in suds return 

Running your dish 
washer only when it’s full 
and letting your dishes air- 
dry will conserve both water 
and electricity. If you wash 
dishes by hand, use a dish 
pan, put dishes in arack and 
have a second dishpan or sink 

full of hot rinse water. If 
the floor needs mopping, use

Often Energy Deficient 


When a child cannot finish al! of 
the food he takes, it is sometimes said 
that his “eyes are bigger than his 
stomach.” A two-year-old dairy heifer 
can have a similar problem, only 
in her case it’s her udder that is 
“‘bigger” than her stomach. 

A dairy heifer beginning her first 
lactation is still growing, and is 
usually too smal! to consume enough 
nutrition to fuel both her growth and 
milk production, says Dr. Kenneth 
Cummings, Director of Research, Ag 
Products Group, Church & Dwight 
Co., Inc. A negative energy balance 
is the result. 

“When a cow or heifer consumes 
less energy than she uses, she starts 
to use up her bodily reserves and 
becomes thin,’ Cummings explains 
‘Milk production suffers and she may 
be difficult to breed. 

“Since there is a physical limit to 
the amount of feed she can eat each 
day, increasing the amount of energy 
consumed requires putting more en 
ergy into the same amount of feed.” 

This can be done by including 
additional energy-dense feedstuffs, 
such as corn or other grains, or a fat 
source, such as beef tallow or whole 
oilseeds. However, an excess of either 
can cause problems 

Too much grain can increase acid 
levels in the rumen and limit diges- 
tion. Too much conventional fat can 
physically interfere with digestion 
by “coating” feed particles and 
microrganisms in the rumen

Background Scripture 

Psalms 8 
Devotional Reading 
John 1:1-18 


Both the commentaries | con 
sulted indicate that Psalm 8 
originally belonged to the evening 
service in the temple, when those 
standing in the court of the tem 
ple could see the night sky. I can 
well understand how the Psalmist 
felt when he said these words for 
the first time 

O Lord, our Lord, 

how majestic is thy name in all 
the earth! 

Often when | look into the night 
sky and see all those pinpoints of 
light, when I realize what a small 
part of the solar system we are, 
and even more, what a tiny speck 
is our galaxy in the whole universe, 
those words come to me as they 
did to him. It is then that I realize 
that my denominational loyalties, 
withered and pickeled by my 
uninspired human imagination. It 
takes the vastness of a night sky, 
the fascination of still another 
universe revealed by a microscope, 
or the wonder mirrored in a 
newborn baby’s face to lead me 
beyond my prosaic understanding 
of just how majestic are the finger 
prints of God in the world I can 
see, let alone those evidence in the 
world | cannot see or imagine 


BIG THOUGHTS 

And then, when I have thought 
those big, big thoughts, and tried 
to see where I cannot see, some 
thing makes me look from the 
heavens to myself and say 

When I look at thy heavens, the 
work of thy fingers, 

The moon and the stars which 
thou has established; 

What is man that 
mindful of him, 

and the son of man that thou 


thou art 


dost care for him? 

Two thoughts that seem irrecon 
ilable: the majesty of God and the 
seeming nsigmificance of our 
human nature. The gap between 
God and our human nature must 
be greater than the length and 
breadth of the universe! 

That is when | am always 
brought up short with the words 
of the Psalmist 

Yet thou hast made him little 
less than God, 

and dost crown him with glory 
and honor. 

**A little less than God"’? No, even 
allowing for poetic license, is it not 
audacious to say *‘a little less than 


¢ i0d"" ? 





ROYAL CROWNED 

Yes it is audacious, but still, ac 
cording to the Psalmist, it must be 
said. Just so that we do not miss 
his point, he goes on to say that 
we are crowned ‘‘with honor and 
glory.”’ Only kings and queens are 
thus crowned and the Psalmist is 
thus telling us that each and every 
one of us is royalty in the order of 
God's creation 

We may not have any trouble 
believing in the royalty of 
presidents, kings diplomats, artists 
thespians, sports superstars, enter 
tainers, captains of industry, but 
that isn’t what the Psalmist is say 
ing. He is saying that to be a 
human being, a creature of God, 
is to Occupy a place of royalty in 
the created order 

Wonderful! Yes, but also in 
timidating, for if that is the way 
God has created us, if he has given 
us ‘dominion over the works of 
thy hands,"’ and ‘“‘hast put all 
things under his feet,’’ each and 
every one of us needs to recognize 
this divine potential and begin to 
live up to it while there is yet time 
to do so 

“O Lord, our Lord, how ma 
estic is thy name in all the earth!"" 
And how great is the potential you 
have given us!

“In any given 
scene, not only am I doing 
Dicky’s dialogue, but I'm doing 
Marlee’s, and in most case 
translating for still a third 
party. In one way, it’s tremen 
dously freeing to use your 
hands to sign an expression. In 
another way, it’s like rubbing 
your head and tapping your 
stomach.” 

The pressure on Harmon is 
that much greater, since he is 
still learning to sign. “I get 
better at it all of the time, as 
you will when you use some- 
thing,” he says. “But it’s some 
thing I've had to learn how to 
do for the show.” 

The strong chemistry be 
tween Harmon and Matlin has

led many fans to expect a ro 
mance between their charac 
ters, but so far the producers 
have been holding back 

‘That's not saying we won't 
at some point,” says Harmon 
“But as yet we haven't.” 

What the producers have 
emphasized is their friendship 
‘It's a very uneasy alliance,’ 
says Harmon. “We both come 
at the law from very different 
points of view. And we tangle 
with each other regularly. But 
it's kind of like they both tan 
gle with each other, but nei 
ther one is too ready to let any 
one else tangle with them 

One of the series’ strengths 
is their different approaches 
to the law. “Her point of view 
that everyone is innocent until 
proven guilty and deserves her 
day in court - is true, obvious 
ly, in a free society,” says Har 
mon. “But I think Dicky’s been 
around long enough to have a 
cynical view of that.” 

Harmon is trying to keep a 
realistic view of what can and 
cannot be done within a TV se 
ries schedule. “As an actor, I 
look forward to getting up in 
the morning and working my 
tail off opposite an Academy 
Award-winning actress (Mat 
lin, who won for ‘Children of a 
Lesser God’),” he says. “But in 
a series format I don't believe 
every scene is wrapped in 
gold; you have certain mo 
ments that individually and 
collectively you have the right 
to feel are real good work.” 

And the hours take their toll 

This is not ‘St. Elsewhere 
he says, referring to his earli- 
er series. “On ‘St. Elsewhere 
a day-and-a-half a week was a 
busy schedule for any of us 
This is every shot, every scene 
15 hours a day. But, in fairness 
I expected nothing different.”

SOAP SCOOP 


Storm: No complaints, 
but a few suggestions

L** month, “One Life to 
Live” marked its 6,000th 
episode, and we decided to talk 
to the actor on the show with 
the most seniority - Michael 
Storm, who has played Dr 
Larry Wolek since 1969 
Storm is a very fine actor 
who has never gotten enough 
credit for his work, because he 
has been confined in a non- 
flashy, good-guy role. For his

first 15 years or so, Larry was 
a front-burner character. For 
a chunk of those years, he was 
the ever-embattled husband of 
Karen Wolek, who was played 
by that cyclone of emerging 
talent, Judith Light (who now 
plays Angela on “Who's the 
Boss”). For the last few 
years, Larry has been relegat 
ed to being a background char 
acter. But Storm is a real gen 
tlemen and no whiner, and he 
deals diplomatically with his 
diminished place in “OLTL.” 
Storm sees many of the dif 

ferences between the early 
days of “OLTL” and today's 
show as stemming from the 
show's expansion in the late 


‘70s from a half-hour to an 
hour. “Soaps were simpler - al- 
most naive - then, but I don't 
mean that in a negative sense,” 
Storm says. “The scenes we 
did relied more on acting than 
on the transference of infor- 
mation as so many do today 
The problem is that today we 
don't get enough time to ex- 
periment as we used to. We 
rely much more on our in- 
stincts than on solving the act- 
ing problems.” 

Storm feels that's where his 
22 years of experience could 
benefit the show. “I've been 
acting most of my life and 
have a lot to contribute and of- 
fer to other actors,” he points 
out. “ ‘OLTL’ used to be a show 
that was like a repertory com 
pany. Every actor was in 
volved emotionally.” 

But Storm says he’s not 
frustrated enough to seek 
work elsewhere OLTL’ is 
my home and has been a major 
part of my life for 22 years 
he says. “They've always been 
very, very good to me. My real 
frustration lies in not being a 
participant in the larger (sto 
ry lines) that are going on. Un 
fortunately, (being a back 
ground player) is a self 
perpetuating phenomenon. It 
makes one very uncomfort- 
able to be a part-time player.” 

Still, Storm says, “I've had 
the luckiest possible timing in 
doing soaps. In the ‘80s, soaps 
just exploded. I stopped count 
ing when I heard there are 27 
million people a day who 
watch each episode. There 
isn't a day that goes by when 
someone doesn't recognize me 
on the street. It’s scary! But 
I'm good and comfortable at 
what I do, and all I ask is the 
opportunity to do more.”
